Pretoria, 8«pt. 18.— TTie reply of the 
fOT«raiiMnt o< tbe Boutb African re- 
90Mle to tta« latoat dispatch, dated 
8«Ikt. 12, of the British (secretary of 
■tate for the colonies, Joseph Cham- 
berlain, after acknowledglDg the re- 
ceipt of tihe Briticb note, procaada la 
part Mlowa: 

"The forarament deeply regp-ets the 
withdrawal, as the government un- 
derstaods U, of the invitation contain- 
ed la tba BrltlBb dispatch of Auf. 23, 
and tiia subaUttitlon la place, thereof, 
o( an entirely new proposal. 

"Tlje profmsals, now fallen through, 
contained in the Transvaal dispatches 
o{ Aug. 19 and Aug. 21, were elicited 
from this gorennnent by augiaatloDs 
made by the British diplomatic afent 
in Pretoria, Conyngham Greene, to 
tba Ttansraal atate secretary, F. W. 
Raits, aucfaatlona which this voTeo-n- 
ment acted upon In good faitii, and 
after spci'ially ascertaining wbathar 
they would be likely to prove accepta* 
Ua to tba BHtteh gOTarament. Tbla 
goTemmaiit bad by no meaaa to raise 
again naedlaealy the question of polit- 
ical status, but acted with the sole ob- 
ject of endeavoring by the aid of the 
local Britiata agent to pat an aad to the 
•traliMd ooadltioB of attalra 

"TbUt was doae In the Bh&i>e of a 
pi-oposal, which this gove.rnment 
deems, both as regards its spirit and 
Conn, to ba ao ardarad aa, ralyinf opon 
latlaiatloo* to this government, would 
aatlafy her majesty's government. 
This government saw a difficulty as to 
the acceptance of chose proposala by 
tiia ttaopla aad lagiatatora of tbe 
Transvaal, and also contemplated poa- 
dble dangers conected therewith, but 
risked making them on acoount of a 
dneara daair* to aacure peace and be- 
tatwa oaaarad by Mr. Ohamberlala 
that flu«b yiopoaals would not be 
deemed a rafuaal of his pix>po8al8, but 
would be asttled on their merits. 

"As ragarda tba Jofatt eommlaalon. 
(ha IVaiiaTaal adberea to the accept- 
ance of the Invitation therounto grlven 
by her majesty's govern nn'iit and can- 
DDt understand why such commissdon, 
'Which bafor* waa deemed naceaaary 
to explain the oomiplloBited details of 
the seven ycurs' law should now be 
deemed unnecessary and why it should 
BOW, Without much inquiry be thought 
poaalbla to daclare tii4a law inade- 
quate. ' • 

"Furtlier, there must be a misap- 
prehension if It asBumes that this gov- 
ammailt waa prepared to lay proposals 
for a flv* years' franchiae and a 
quarter repreaentetlon of the new pop- 
ulation before the volksraad for un- 
conditional acceptance. As to the lan- 
guafa, tWa gonremment n«ver made 
any offer, such as la referred to, con- 
aMarlng. as U did, auch a measure 
both uniieceeB«iry and undesirable. 

"The proposed conference, as op- 
poaed to tha latat commission at In- 
qairjr, this goraniBUNit la Ukawiaa not 
OBWilllag to aatar opon, bot tha dlffl- 
culty is that an acceptance thereof Is 
made d^Mndent upon the acceptance, 
«■ aMa of tba TransTsai of pre- 
oadent eondlttoos wblOh this govern- 
ment does not feel at liberty to snb- 
Bttit to the volksraad; amd, moreover, 
the Bubjaets to be discussed at tbe con- 
fareiiee, remafai vndefled. 

"Thla government ardently dealres 
and gladly accepts art>ltr»tioo, aa its 
Arm Intention is to adhere to tb« 
terms of the London convention of 
UM." 

His dlapateh oondudaa by truiting 
ttat tba Brttlsb goTarnmeat, on re- 

aoosideration, may not dee^m it fit to 
make nwre onerous or new proposals, 
bat "win adhara to Great Britain's 
proposal for a Joint commission of In- 
quiry as previously explained by the 
secretary of state for the colonies to 
the Imperial parliament."

Sept 18.— Tha ' Sovereign 
Grand lodge was formally welcomed 
in the Detroit operaliouse by Governor 
Pingree and Mayor Maybury. There 
are on hand 400 of the higber officials. 
Including delegates, aad over 1,000 of 
the rank and file to celebrate the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of the order. Tuesday's 
feature will be the annual reunion of 
tha paat grand ref»resentatives and 
membara of tha Sorarelga Ormad lodge. 
Wednesday the grand parade will be 
held. Thursday will be given over 
to the prise drills, with a Rebekah c on- 
cert la tba eyanlng. Friday and Satur- 
day will ba spent In algbt-seelng and 
other pleasures. 

Monastery Dedicated. 
WaSblngtoo, Sept 18.— One of tha 

most remarkable religious institutions 
in the country, the monastery and col- 
lege of the Holy Land, established by 
the Franciscan friars of tbe Holy 
Land, was dedicated with imposing 
ceremonies. In which Cardinal Gib- 
bons, Monsignor Martinolli, Bishop 
Plenk of Porto Rico, Monsignor 
Stephan, head of Indian mlsalona. and 
many other prominent flgnrea of the 
Catholic church participated.

Oaneral Wilson 
gives a large amount of statistical In- 
formation regarding the provinces and 
their products, which will be of inter- 
ests to Anwrlcans intending to do busi- 
ness In tha Island. Ha aaya that tba 
aocial conditions have been much 
ameliorated since the Amerloan oc- 
e«vaitlon. 

■ Mexico's Celebration. 
City of Mexico, Sept. 18.— The wife 
of President EMai is somewhat im- 
proved In health, but was unable to 
take part la the natloaal todapendenoe 
celebrations, which went off with the 
asual eclat. The magnificent illumina- 
tion of tb« Cathedral of Mexico by 
electricity waa the oauaa of general 
admlratkn, and the spectacle coold be 
seen for 30 millee away like a vast 
mound of blazing light in the center 
of tha valley of Mexico. 

Keur (he Indians. 
Denver, Sept. 18.— News has reached 
Ckyvamor Thomas that a band of 
Uintah Indians have left their reser- 
vation In Utah without' permission to 
hunt in Colorado In violation of th" 
atate game taws. It Is feared that 
the UlntalM will be Joined by tbe 
Ouraya and the Uncomplagrea. and 
that t^e later will seek to be revenged 
on the settlers for the killing of three 
of their tribes two >-ears ago. 

Colombia Shy of Funds. 
Colon, Columbia, SepL 18.— The su- 
preme court of Panama has granted 
leave of abaenoe to all aubaltam em- 
ployes beloaglng to tha Jadldal ad- 
ministration, their salarlea now being 
ovc-r 18 months in arrears. This step 
seems calculated to force tbe gov- 
ammeot to liquldata Tba military 
ofllclals continue to receive tb«^ aal- 
arlea puntually each month. 

Taqala a Oraal Triba. 

Matzatlln. Mex., Sept. 18 —Private 
advices from Sonora show that Chief 
Tetablataof the Taqols. who renwtaed 
loyal to tba Mexican govammsat, was 
sataad by tba rebels and eroaly tor- 
tured, being stripped, slashed with 
knives and shockingly mutilated while 
tha Taquls danead aboat him taoat- 
Ing him. 

Carpenters Quit Work. 
New York, Sept 18.— Tba earpentera 
and Joiners in this city to the number 
of 8,500 quit work at noon and will 
hold meetings to decide whether they 
will go out on a strike for an Increase 
of wagaa from M-BO to M-OO per day, 
aad a haU-bollday on Saturday all tha 
yaar found. 

Qaaka la Bontk AfHea. 

Cape ToiWB,8ept. 18.— An earthquake 
shock waa felt strongly In Slmons- 
tOWn, on tbe west side of False Bay, 
about 26 miles soutih of Cape Town. 
Tbe disturbance waa perceptible hare. 
Thorp was considerable anxiety, but 
but no damage was done.

CMeago, Sept 18.— Leadera of the 

different railroad employes' organiza- 
tions are now considering plans for 
the establishment of employes' gro- 
cery stores at the division points of tbe 
varlons Unas throughout tb9 country. 

It la proposed to have the stores 
conducted on the co-operative plan, 
the stock to be subscribed for by the 
employaa of all branchea Tha object 
of tha store ta not only to reduce 
prlc€«, but to protect men against 
garnishee proceedings, which are often 
instituted to collect amall accounts, 
and which many times cost otherwise 
flaithful employes their positton, as on 
many roads a garnishment suit Is 
cause for dismissal. Tbe stores are 
not intaodad to ba nmneymakara. but 
if profit accruca from their operations 
It will be divided among the stock- 
holders. 

The new plan is to be tried first at 
Chillicotha, O., tha dlvlaionail head- 
quarters of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern road. Practical grocery- 
men will lie placed in charge, ami 
their accounts will be subject to in- 
spection by a eommlttaa of stock- 
holders.

boots and shoes, hardware and furnJ- 
t«ra manr fea addad. 



A CongreMman's Death. 

Reading,' Pa., Sept 18.— Hon. Daniel 
BIrmentront. who was alaetad In No- 
vember last to his sixth term in con- 
gress from the Ninth district (Berks 
and Lehigh counties), died at his home 
here. He was 67 years of age. On 
Thursday last, while at dinner, a piece 
of meat lodged In his throat and a 
physician had to be called to save him 
from strangulation. Paralysis of the 
parts affected followed, but bia death 
waa imexpected. Mr. Bfrmantrout is 
survived by a widow and a Bon and 
daughter. Deceased was born in Read- 
ing in 1887. He was a promlnant Dem- 
ocratic leader. 

Swindler Howard Returned. 
ColuiBfbus, 0., Sapt 18.— O. T. B. 
Howard, famous for swindling opera- 
tions in connection with European 
estates, and who was arrested at Mor- 
ton. Mich., by Postofllce Inspectors 
Baird of the Tenoessee division and 
Gould of the Chicasn division. wn.=;

tonttory to serve out his sentence. 
Howard asoaped from prison two years 
ago, after having aerved part of a 
9-yMrs' sentence forcarrylnp; on swind- 
ling operations through the mails. 

To Fortify St. Johns. 

St. Johns. N. F.. Sept. 18.— The Brit- 
ish admiralty has prepared a war map 
of St Johns and the vicinity as a pre- 
Mmlnary to fortifying tbs town. One 
copy, wMeh la a moat complete 
topographical presentation of the city 
and its environs, with every road lo- 
cated within a radius of 20 miles, has 
been forwarded to tha British colonial 
ofllee. It la ondaratood that tha work 
of preparing forts and a garHaOO will 
begin next spring. 

Lucanla Belated. 
New York, Sept. 18.— The Cunard 
line steamer Lucanla arrived at her 
plar M %oora baMnd tlrna. Tlia pri- 
mary cause of the Lucanla's delay was 
tbe strike at Liverpool, which com- 
pelled the company to man the great 
steamer with boys and inaxperienced 
men as flraman. who ware unable to 
keep up tha ataaa to Um itaadard 
required.

London, Sept. 1.— The First battal- 
ion of the Northumberland Fuslleers, 
900 strong, and detachments of the 
army sarviea oorps aad ordinance 
corpa sailed en the ataamar Oanl at 2 

p. m. from Southampton enraute to 
Natal. The mon appeared to be In 
splendid condition and openly anxious 
for fighting. The Fualiaers went di- 
rect from Alderahot, but many of tbe 
offlcers started from London, receiving 
at Waterloo station an enthusiastic 
aand off from the large crowd present. 
General Sir Oaorga Stewart White, V. 
C, former quartermaster general, who 
is going to command the troops in Na- 
tal, sails with his staff on the Tantaion 
Castle from Plymouth. He left Lon- 
don subsequent to the main body of 
toe ofllcMa. 

Captain Chichester Talks. 
London, Sept 18.— Through General 
White tried to keep quiet the hour of 
his departure from London, a large 
crowd waa preaeot and gave blm an 
ovation. Captain Sir Bdward Chiches- 
ter, who commanded the British cruis- 
er Immortale at Manilla, Is among the 
ofhuers accompanylnK General White. 
He is going to Cape Town to command 
tha second class cruiser Doris, flagship 
of Admiral Harris. Captain Chichester 
said to a reporter: '"This is my first 
march. It Is difflcult to say which way 
events will turn. My work Is among 
Cha hawara of wood ahd drawers of 
water. I am to huatle to Cape Town 
and Delagoa bay, the prospective aeat 
of war. In the Doris, with provlBloas 
and equipment for the men," 

Burghers Are Prejudiced. 
London, Sept. 18. — Of all the numer- 
ous channels throtigh which South Af- 
rican newa raaebaa London not one 
gives the faintest hope that the Boer 
reply will be favorable, the majority 
taking the view that war is extremely 
probable. The Boer representatives 
bars and on ths eoatlasmt state that 
the British government is allowing it- 
self to be influenced by those wanting 
British dominion over the whole of 
Soutlk Africa and that conviction of 
the troth of th4a la ao firmly rooted In 
the mluds of the Burghers that It is 
impossible to hope that they will ac- 
cept the consitantly proffered friendly 
advice regarding settling the matter 
on Oraait Britaln'a preaent tarma.

•C Whites, Who Luckily 
£acape Unhurt. 



Carterville. Illi?., Sept. 18.— Carter- 
vllle was the scene of a bloody riot 
Sunday, in which four negroes were 
instantly killed and oaa wounded unto 
d«ath. while two othera racalvad allgbt 
wounds. 

Trouble has been hovering ever since 
tbe militia was recalled by Governor 
Tanner last Monday. The white min- 
ers of this ylace have refused to al- 
low the negro miners to oome Into 
town, always meeting them and order- 
ing them back. Thirteen negroes, all 
armed, marched into town, going to 
the Illinois Central depot, where they 
exchanged a few words witli the white 
miners there, when the negroes pulled 
tlieir piatola aai opened fire on the 
whites, who at once returned the fire, 
when a running fight was kept up. 
The negroes scattered, but were close- 
ly followed by the whites, running up 
the main street, while tbe remainder 
took down the railroad track. Hera 
the execution was done, all who went 
through town escaping. 

After tbe ^ght was over four dead 
bodtea wara picked up and aaoChar 
oortolly wounded. They were token 
to the dty hall, where tha wounded 
man was attended to, and an Inqoaat 
was held over the deed onee. 

Trouble baa aiisted here off and Oft 
for over a year, but no fatalitiea oe> 
curred until June 30, when a passenger 
train on the Illinois Ctntral railroad 
was fired Into and one negro woman 
klllai. TiMaa n a po aa mr* an ibttr 
way to the mines, bfiving come from 
Pans. A short time afterward a 
pitched battle ensued between the 
union and nonunion forces, during 
wWah ttaa tha dwatllnga oocupled by 
the union negroea were burned. Sev- 
eral arrests were made, and the par- 
ties are in Jail at .Marion on tha (dUITft 
of murder, awaiting trial. 

The mayor bias taken avary ppsoao- 

tlon to preve'nt further trouble, and 
none will occur unless the negroea 
make an attack. Tha atate mlllUa !• 
on tha way bara^ 
Superftttaodant Dontiy of tha Bro^ 

mines, where the negroes reside, re- 
ports that the negrc^ea are worked up 
Into a frenzy, and that, while he Is do- 
ing all In bis power to heold them in 
check, ba Is afraid that he cannot do 
so much longer. 

The names of the killed are: Rev. 
O. T.^ J. Floyd, nine Bradley, John 
Black* Henry Branum. while Jim Cum- 
mings is mortally wounded and expect- 
ed to die nt any time. Two more dead 
negroes were later found near the 
nn sh mlnea. awalllng tha total klllad 
to six. 

Troops Ordered Out. 
Springfield, Ills., Sept 18. — Governor 
Tanner haa ordered two oompanlea of 
the Foarth regiment, imder command 
of Colonel Bennett, to Cartervllle. He 
received a telegrar.i from Samuel 
Brush, manager of the St Louis and 
Big Muddy Coal company, at Carter- 
vlHa, that five of a crowd of his negro 
miners, who had gathered at a depot 
preparatory to leaving, bad been 
killed, a mob having fired upon tbfm. 
Later advlcas reported aavan klllad 
and a atuabar wounded.
